And this lack of teamwork all too frequently results because 
one or more of these individually brilliant players desire to keep themselves 
in the “spotlight,” play to the gallery, and win pludits for themselves | 
rather than for the team as a whole. 


Success in. military exploits depends to a very large extent upon team- | 


work, the co-ordination of every arm of the service to the achievement of one 
common object, the co-operation of each unit with every other unit, both in 
preparation and final action, to the end that victory be won. Without this, 
“union in service” the bravest men in the world are likely to suffer defeat | 
at the hands of an inferior but more unified force.

The same principle applies with equal‘truth and power in the realm of 
national, political, and community life. If in an army the artillery consid- | 
ered that it, and it alone, was the effective instrument in winning battles, 
and, instead of co-operating with. the infanry, tanks, machine-gunners and | 
aircraft, actually ignored and even strove against them, the enemy would | 
win.

others, again, advocate something else. All want improvement, reform. But 
through divided councils, lack of co-operation, in a word, an absence of 
teamwork, nothing but confusion has thus far resulted, while those minorit- 

ies who are more or less satisfied with things as they are, by working to- 
gether; are enabled to dominate.

What the world needs today is not antagonism, but mutual sympathy; |

and is the result of a cross between 
Marquis and Prelude made by Dr. 

Under the 
direction of Mr, L. H. Newman, the 
present Dominion Cerealist, the var- 


iety was tested for severat years by 


several hundred co-operators in dif- 
ferent parts of the west. Finally the 
variety was released by the Minister 
of Agriculture for further trials by 
farmers in 1928. 


Reward wheat has this year been 
accepted for registration by the Cana- 
dian Seed Growers’ Association, which 
means that the scientific plant breed- 
ers of Canadian Institutions consider 
that the variety is of good economic 
value and is well-suited for use in 
Western Canada. There can, there- 
fore, be no need for hesitation in the 
use of this variety by any farmers 
who find that their districts and 


farms are suited to. Reward wheat.

eral standard ‘of our civilization. 

In endeavoring to find a ‘way out’ 
of our present dilemma, our author- 
ities have found it very difficult to 
make: practical suggestions. The 
conclusions of some our best thinkers 
suggest a. direction which is peculiar- 
ly interesting in connection with my 
above statements. At the launching 
of the League of Nations the Empire 
Prime Ministers declared that its 
success was dependent on spiritual 
forces. They said “Only in the recog- 
nition of the fact of the Fatherhood of 
God and of the Divine purpose for 
the world, which are central to the 
message of Christianity, will an ord- 
ered and harmonious life for all men 
be achieved.” George Bernard Shaw 
said recently “Only the Brotherhood 
of Man as laid down by the teachings 
of Jesus can solve our present world 
economic problems,” Non-religious 
men like Bertrand Russell and H. G. 
Wells, as well as great leaders in all 
spheres of life, have confirmed the 
foregoing statements. Now these are 
not ‘cigsy’ or ‘goody goody’ state- 
ments, hut the findings of hard head- 
ed secular, thinkers who .are .concern- 
ed about the-future of our civilization,

Message and 
Mission of which the Christian Church 
is the champion, namely, the Kingdom 
of God among men.

IN ALBERTA SERIOUS

Considered from the standpoint of | 
destruction of forest resources, val 
fire sedson of 1931, reports the Al- 


berta Department of Lands and Mines 


|record. Weather conditions preva'l- 
ing during the winter of 1930-31 were 
such that fires started readily and 
burnt into the ground, thus ‘providing 
a start for destructive fires in the 


|spring. On the forests of the cast 


necessary to fight fires on several oc- 
casions during the winter. 

As a result of winter conditions 
and of weather and ground conditions 
in the spring whereby fires spread 
,tapidly, fires set for the purpoze of 
|clearing land and fires from other 
causes, assumed —dangerous propor- 
tions and resulted in an enormous 
loss of forest resources and of pri- 
vate property. In addition the pro- 
ductivity of the soil was greatly 
| damaged.

An examination of fire causes, state 
officials in charge of forest. preserva- 
tion, leaves no doubt as to the respon-
